FOR ENSUING YEAR

Students are to use the halls for 
ising. Before school in the mom-

jtudents are to consult the bulletin 
bard at one time. 

I Students wishing to call at the of- 
ce are to enter the passage open- 
ig into Miss O’Neirs office and 
peak over the north counter, thus 
javing the main corridor clear. 

I The study hall is open before 
chool only to students who have 
tudy hall the first period. 

Rooms before school are to be used 
IS study halls or as consulting rooms 
with teachers or students, but not as 
(^siting” rooms. 

( Between classes students should 
bass as quickly as possible without 
powding. Students should plan to 
eet books from lockers so as to avoid 
paving to return to lockers after 
every period: i. e., take books for at 
least two classes with you to period 
i and to other classes during the 
itey. 

Noon Regulations 
Since classes are continuous 
through the noon periods, students 
are not to enter the main building 
before the passing bell. They are not 
to congregate on the front steps. 

Girls may enter the court through 
the rear doors and may use the court 
during the noon periods provided 
they do not disturb classes. 

Boys may use the boys’ athletic 
grounds. 

The front lawns may be used by 
small groups, provided the privilege 
is not abused; i. e., that groups are 
not to noisy or too lax in behavior. 
Any group not reflecting credit on 
the school will be denied the privi¬ 
lege of using the lawns. 

Room 22 will be kept as a high 
school study hall for noon students 
who are not enrolled in the main 
study hall. The Junior College li¬ 
brary will be open for junior college 
students, including seniors, during 
the noon periods. 

Students- may eat their lunches in 
the cafeteria without buying any¬ 
thing. They may also use the 
grounds, provided they put all pa¬ 
pers and other rubbish in the gar¬ 
bage cans provided; or other places 
permitted by individual teachers. 

Stairways 

Girls will use the stairs at the 
south end of the building, and boys 
will use the stairs at the north end. 
This rule applies to junior college 
students as well as to high school 
students
